Turks Suffer Most In Exchange Of 


Citizens With Greece Under Treaty 


(By LOUISE BRYANT) 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 20. — The exchange of popula- 


tions between Greece and Turkey—one of the sternest measures 
for preserving peace ever decided upon by two nations—is now 
under way. 
The Turkish commission has asked the National 


Assembly at Angora for ten million Turkish pounds to expend in 
this work, but even with this sum forthcoming the Turks 
are 


bound to suffer far more than the Greeks because relief so- 
cieties are aiding the latter. 
Greece also has obtaind a loan 


thru the League of Nations. 


The returning Turks who are entirely without means are be- 


ing ai>otted to villages, decided upon by the commission, which 
is distributing them proportionately all over Turkey. 
Housing 


conditions and unemployment are appalling. 
One can imagine 


the acuteness of the situation next winter when it is considered 
that two hundred thousand Turks will return from Thrace alone. 
All empty houses have been requisitioned, but these,are vastly 
inadequate. 


The government cannot begin to take care of the orphans. 


Turkey's splendid peace found her nation in rags.

DAILY PHESS REPORT 


Without A Vice-President 


'TWERE is now no Vice-President of the United States. 
'1 The man who will take up the chief duty of the Vice- 
President, that of presiding over the Senate, is the Presi- 
dent pro tempore of the upper house. 
This office is 


held by Senator Cummins of Iowa. Since he is chairman 
of the important Interstate Commerce Committee, Sena- 
tor Cummins has indicated that he would like to be re- 
lieved of the Presidency of the Senate. 


In any case the shift caused by the death of Presi- 


dent Harding deprives the Republicans in the Senate of 
a vote that may be badly needed in the next session. 
The Vice-President votes only in case of a tie. There 
being no Vice-President, the Republicans are shy this 
provisional ballot. 


The nation has been without a Vice-President before 


this, and in one case it was in the position of having no 
designated successor ready to take the President's place 
in case of his death or disability 
Because nf the Gar- 


field-Conkhng quarrel, the Senate adjourned in 3881 
without choosing a President pro tempore. 
As the exist- 


ing House went out of office on March 4, 1881, there 
was no Speaker. 


The Constitution provided that the Vice-President 


should become President in case of the death or disabil- 
ity of the Chief Executive, leaving further succession to 
Congress. The Congress that met in 1792 enacted that, 
after the Vice-President, first the President pro tempore 
of the Senate and then the Speaker of the House should 
succeed to the highest office. 


Thus when in 1881 President Garfield died and 


Vice-President Arthur succeeded him, not only was there 
no Vice-President, but the two officers who followed the 
Vice-President in the line of Presidential succession had 
not been chosen. 


As a result of this situation, the ever prudent Sena- 


tor Hoar introduced a bill in the following Congress to 
make the line of succession run from the Vice-PreMdent 
to the Cabinet, beginning with the Secretary of State and 
ending with the Secretary of the Interior, arid leaving 
out the two officers of Congress. 


Upon the death of Vice-President Hondricks in 


1885 discussion of succession was revived. 
Senator 


Hoar's bill was promptly passed by Congress and ap- 
proved by President Cleveland in 18S6. Thus, if Presi- 
dent Coolidge should not be able to fmiph the present 
term Secretary Hughes would succeed to the Presidency 
There is how no danger of the nation's finding itself 
again in the situation of 1881.
